DOMESTIC NEW S. 


G a rfie ld '. E a s te rn T rip , 


AT ROCHESTER. 
R ochester (N. Y.), August 4th.—General 
Garfield’, train left Buffalo at 6:30 this morn­ 
ing, and reached Rochester at 8:30. A large 
crowd was present at Batavia depot. Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Haskins, in a short speech, 
introduced 
General 
Garfield, who said: 
“ Fellow-citizens, I cannot talk much to you 
this morning, but I want to say that I am 
glad to see that here, in Batavia, you are 
early risers. 
I t is early rising that has 
made us what we ate as a people, and it is 
early rising that will carry the November 
election. Fellow-citizens, I thank you for 
you hearty welcome.” 
R ochester (N. Y.), August 4th.—A large 
crowd greeted Garfield on his arrival here, to 
whose welcome he made a brief speech of 
thanks. 
AT SYRACUSE. 
S tracuse, August 4th.—Five thousand 
people assembled to welcome Garfield on his 
arrival here. From the platform General 
Garfield made a brief Bpeecb, saying : “ Fel­ 
low-citizens, when I was here two years ago 
you were busy in debating the question 
whether you could force hard times out of 
Syracuse with 
printing presses and fiat 
money, but after deliberation you concluded 
to work your way out a:,d so walk by the old 
road, on which the guide-board stands whereon 
God wrote, ‘By the sweat of thy face Bball 
thou eat thy bread.’ You followed that road 
about a year longer and it brought you out to 
the high summit of the prosperity which 
sbiues and smiles all over this great land of 
ours, and it smiles all the brighter because 
you deserve it by keeping faith and maintain­ 
ing the truth of the multiplication table in 
your financial doctrine. 
I congratulate you 
that the same multiplication table that you 
believed in two years ago in the darkness is 
true to-day, when the sunlight of prosperity 
falls upon the land. 
[Great applause.] I 
congratulate you that you uever went back 
on it, but believed in it all the time, and you 
are glad to-day that you stuck to the truth 
when it was doubted and denied.” 


AT UTICA AND ROME. 
U tica, August 4th.—A large crowd assem­ 
bled to welcome General Garfield en route to 
New York, to whom he made a brief speech. 
A t Rome, where the train stopped a few mo­ 
ments, General Garfield said to the citizens: 
“ I don’t know where you all came from. 
The State of New York seems to be on the 
road all the way.” 
AT ALBANY. 
A lbant, August 4th.—A t every station be­ 
tween Utica and Albany, where General Gar­ 
field’s train stopped, crowds gathered to 
receive him, and the General was forced to 
make a brief speech of thanks. 
A t Schenec­ 
tady the crowd at the depot numbered 3,000. 
The train was received here by a crowd of 
several thousand, and a salute of twenty-one 
guns fired. Congressman Bailey introduced 
General Garfield, who said: 
“ Fellow-citi­ 
zens : I thank you for this great welcome, 
especially in this spot, where the American 
Union was born in 1754. Beniamin Franklin 
planted the seed of the American Union in 
the little village of Albany among the In­ 
dians and among white men that gathered 
here. 
I am glad to know that the seed, which 
has grown into a great Republic, hs.s carried 
always the glory of tho Empire State with 
it.” General A rthur was introduced, but did 
not respond, except to thank the people. 


AT NEW YORK CITY. 
N ew Y ork, August 4th.—The trait- with 
General tlarfield and party rolled into the 
Grand Central depot over exploding torpe­ 
does at 7:40 to-night. 
A large number of 
citizens, inside and outside of the depot, were 
present, and cheered the General enthusias­ 
tically on the way from the train to the car­ 
riage. The party was driven to the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. 
Arrived at the hotel a crowd assembled out­ 
side and loudly demanded General Garfield’s 
appearance. 
As he stepped out on the bal­ 
cony, he was greeted with cheer upon cheer, 
but in reply to loud calls of “ speech,” he 
merely said : 
“ Fellow-citizens: Accept my 
thanks for your congratulations and of your 
presence,” and then retired to his private 
room. 
After diring, General Garfield m eta 
committee of the Republican Central Cam­ 
paign Club, and an appointment was made 
for to-morrow night, when he will receive the 
entire club, with General Fremont as its 
guest. 
A delegation of colored citizens be­ 
longing to a political organization were aleo 
received and introduced, after which General 
Garfield retired, worn out with his journey, 


NO REPUBLICAN APATHY. 
New Y ork, August 4th.—The Times says : 
There is certainly no suggestion of Republi­ 
can apathy in the popular demonstrations 
which have attended the progress of Garfield 
through this State. 
Curiosity counts for 
something in such eases, but the crowds that 
assembled to welcome the Republican candi­ 
date for the Presidency were evidently in­ 
spired by something more than curiosity. . 
H e a d in g Off th e N o rth e rn P acific. 
New Y ork, August 4th.—A Washington 
special to an evening illustrated paper says : 
Jay Gould has had surveyors busy in Mon­ 
tana all summer, and proposes to head off the 
Northern Pacific hy the extensión of his own 
lines to Puget Sound. 
He has had surveys 
made of the first hundred miles for the new 
track, and it will start from Cheyenne. 
I t 
will pass within twenty miles of Fort Lara­ 
mie, or perhaps run to that place, and then 
fo on to the vicinity of Fort McKinney, 
'hence the road will bear west through the 
Big Horn country to Yellowstone Park. The 
first thing Gould thinks he can accomplish to 
make tho road nay expenses will be to tqrn 
tourists toward National Park. 
This he is 
confident he can accomplish in snfiicient num­ 
bers to make the enterprise prefitable, From 
the Park no route has ye t been decided upon, but 
it will probably bear west, south of the Bitter 
Root mountains, along Snake River Valley. 
The surveyors are expected to report every 
day upon the first hundred miles, and Gould 
will undert-ke to build that much between 
now and the first of next January. 
The 
rapidity with which the line will be pushed 
on from the National Park will depend some­ 
what upon the vigor manifested by the North­ 
ern Pacific people. The first object is to head 
oil rival enterprises, a n l if possible, to 
frighten them out of the field. 
Another 
minor branch of the enterprise will be a road 
to connect with the new line near Laramie, 
and proceed to Deadwood, thus tapping the 
Black Hills country. This will do away with 
the necessity for any further parley on the 
part of the Chicago and Northwestern peo­ 
ple for the right to cross the Sioux Reserva­ 
tion from Pierre to the Hills, for which favor 
Spotted Tail modestly asked 10,000 head of 
blooded cattle. 
S h e rm a u G lv w P e rm is s io n fo P u b lish 
H is L e tte rs to H an co c k . 
New Y ork, August 4th.— The Herald's 
Washington special says: The publication 
of Hancock’s letter to Sherman, in reply to 
two written by Sherman in December, 1876, 
hating failed to fire the Republican heart, 
there is now a loud demand for the publica­ 
tion of the two letters of Sherman, which 
called for the Hancock letter. 
Sherman says 
he is not disposed to mix himself in the Pres­ 
idential contest, but if the publication of the 
two letters referred to will further benefit 
Hancock, or make more clear his letter to 
him. then Hancock has Sherman’s permission 
to give them out for publication.

the chain of evidence was compílete, comes 
the statement that after all it is thought 
a mistake hss been made, and that it does 
not seem to he Bender after all. 
When 
the escape of the Benders took place, 
several years ago, it was announced that a 
party of regulators or vigilantes had struck 
the track of the'fugitives, that they were 
overtaken, and that they had suffered 
lynch-law. 
This story obtained quite, a 
wide acceptance at tho time, and so far as 
wc know the men on whom report fastened 
tho pursuit and execution of the mur­ 
derers never made any public denial of the 
matter. 
If, however, the Benders arc still 
living, it is clear that*soinebody else must 
have lied powerfully, and that somebody 
else must have consented to sail under 
false colors for a good many years. 
It 
might be worth while to unparth this old 
account of the lynching of the Benders, if 
only to ascertain how it originated, and 
who the valiant men are who were sup­ 
posed to have been concerned in that act 
of lawless vengeance. 
The chances just 
now, however, are that the new Benders 
will turn out to be the victims of mis­ 
placed suspicion, in which event the old 
•tory may he true after all. 


The decision of Judge Yule in the 
Schrotler case, which we published in full 
yesterday, must be regarded as an unu­ 
sually lucid and cogent argument. 
The 
question to be decided by the Court was 
whether the defendant should be admitted 
to bail under the charge preferred against 
him. 
The law provides that defendants 
can only he admitted to hail in such cases 
when the evidence of guilt is not strong, 
nor the presumption great. 
The Judge 
proceeds to analyze the case very deliber­ 
ately, premising that the question of the 
guilt or innocence of tho defendant resolves 
itself into these considerations : {1.) Did 
the defendant kill Dr. Lefevre? (2.) Was 
the killing of Dr. Lefevre done in self­ 
defense ? (3.) Was the defendant in that 
sane condition of mind at the time the 
fatal shot was fired that the law will hold 
him responsible for his acts? He then 
examines each of these propositions, and 
concludes by answering them all affirma­ 
tively, basing his deductions upon the 
evidence, and supporting them by numer­ 
ous citations from the authorities. 
The 
theory of the defense that the defendant 
was non compos mends the Court finds it­ 
self compelled to reject, the testimony 
showing 
an 
intelligent 
co-ordination 
of 
means 
to ends 
in 
his conduct 
incompatible with 
the hypothesis 
of 
insanity. 
The 
Judge 
observes with 
truth 
that 
the 
defense 
of 
insanity 
has been much “ strained and abused,” 
and of this the criminal records of the 
last twenty years afford only too strong 
confirmation. 
It not infrequently occurs 
that counsel, in their efforts to create as 
many loopholes of escape for their clients 
as possible, embarrass their cause by urg­ 
ing at the same time arguments which are 
mutually 
destructive. 
In the present 
case this error appears to have been com­ 
mitted, it having been claimed, first, that 
the defendant was not responsible for his 
homicidal act, because insane, and second, 
that he was justified in killing Dr. Lefevre, 
because the latter had wronged him. 
The 
Court punctures this second plea very 
effectually by pointing out, first, that the 
law recognizes no such justification for 
homicide as is here set u p ; and second, 
that no sufficient proof has been adduced 
of the commission of any such wrong by 
Dr. Lefevre. 
On this the Court says : 
“ The killing being admitted, it is claimed 
“ that there 
was such a provocation 
“ offered and such a wrong suffered by the 
“ defendant as to warrant the defendant 
“ in 
taking 
human 
life 
to 
avenge 
“ the wrong. 
This argument was urged 
“ with such force that I am compelled to 
“ notice it. 
The only evidence before me 
“ tending lo show that the deceased had 
“ wronged the. defendant, is that given bg the 
“ d e f e n d a n tOf course the Court cannot 
tell what a jury might think of such evi­ 
dence, but it is very certain that a Judge 
who is a lawyer can only regard it as 
utterly inconclusive. 
It is possible, per­ 
haps probable, that in a trial before a jury 
other evidence may be adduced in support 
of the position of the defendant, but the 
examining magistrate had only to deal 
with the testimony produced before him­ 
self, and that testimony ha3 not estab­ 
lished even a strong presumption of the 
guilt of Dr. Lefevre. 
The observations of 
the Court on the pica of justification are 
particularly opportune, for the disposition 
of counsel to take for granted the exist- 
ance of a “ higher law ” in these cases 
assuredly needs to be checked. 


TANNEVS TAS.". 


It looks as though Dr. Tanner would 
accomplish his und?rtakiu<', and come out 
alive from his forty-day fast. 
Should he 
last to the end, however, his danger will 
not be over. 
The restoration of his sys­ 
tem to its normal condition muxt he ex­ 
tremely difficult, and the more so since it 
is apparent that his stomach is already in 
a very rebellious and irritable condition. 
Of course his object will not he fairly at­ 
tained unless he recovers from the effects 
of the fast, for though the maintenance of 
life for forty days without eating is in it­ 
self a very remarkable feat, it would 
haidly offer much valuable scientific sug­ 
gestion if the experimenter should col­ 
lapse at the end. 
If Dr. Tanner makes a 
rapid and complete recovery his exhibition 
will deserve to he called remarkable, and 
it will at least show that the medical, 
theory as to the limits of abstinence ha3 
been insufficient. 


It seein3 to have been thought that on 
the mere statement of the defendant as to 
the motive of liia homicidal act, and upon 
the gratuitous assumption of this vague 
“ higher law,” the Court ought to have 
liherated Schroder on hail. 
It is well for 
the reputation ot the Court, aud not less 
for the cause of justice, that Judge Yule 
has had the firmness and the ability to re­ 
sist this sentimental assault, and to take 
his stand resolutely upon the law as it is. 
Juries in murder cases have of late years 
played such havoc with legal 
defini­ 
tions and statutory penalties that it is very 
difficult to determine whether there remains 
any sure method of punishing homicides 
into which sentimental considerations en­ 
ter or can he Imported. 
The popular dis­ 
position to override the law has been greatly 
enforced by the dangerously obscure and 
perplexing theories which have obtained 
regarding insanity in its relations to crime. 
Ignorant 
men 
placed 
in 
jury-boxes 
have been dazed and bewildered by 
conflicting medical testimony. 
The most 
unwarrantable and loose interpretations 
and definitions have been introduced by 
rival medical schools. 
At the same time a 
thoroughly barbarous sentimentality ha3 
indorsed the mischievous notion that men 
are in certain contingencies justified in 
“ taking the law-into their own hands.” 
And the practical result of all these influ­ 
ences has been to make human life less se­ 
cure, to foster contempt and disgust for 
jury trial, ami to encourage a kind of re­ 
venges which are equally brutal, senseless 
and futile. 
Whatever tends in any degree 
to check this demoralizing movement must 
1 be welcomed by all sober thinkers. 
The 
; present case presents, so far as it has been 
* developed, unusually- prominent features of 
an objectionable kind. 
A man is shot 
down without warning iu his own office, 
and then, upon the unsupported statement 
; of his slayer that he had committed a wrong 
which conld not have justified murder, 
it is 
demanded 
that 
the 
slayer be 
set at large upon hail. 
Of course the 
recognition of such a claim would have 
gone far to bias a jury in advance, and to 
persuade them that the case warranted an 
extenuating verdict, and therefore also it 
is well that there has been no yielding to 
the current of sentimental tendency. This 
is a case which in the interests of society 
requires to he tried with the utmost delib­ 
eration and fullness. 
As it stands now 
Schroder is not justified by any law or by 
any convention which commands the re­ 
spect or obedience of civilized and intelli­ 
gent men. 
Whether he will he so justified 
eventually remains to be seen, but the de­ 
cision of Judge Yule in the preliminary 
examination 
constitutes an 
argument 
which goes far towards establishing the 
status of the case, and 
completely de­ 
monstrates the necessity for further pro­ 
ceedings. 


THE 
DEFEAT 
OF 
THE 
COMPENSATION 
BILL. 


The Irish Land Compensation Bill has 
been defeated in the Honse of Lords by a 
decisive majority. 
It passed the Commons 
by so small a vote that its present rejection 
must he regarded as killing it, even had it 
not been generally understood that Glad­ 
stone had been compelled to consent to its 
slaughter by the peers, as the only condi­ 
tion of holding the Whigs in hand. 
The 
measure which has been fought over so 
fiercely was introduced with the ostensible 
purpose of protecting those Irish tenants 
who had not the advantage of the Ulster 
custom, from being evicted for non-pay­ 
ment of rent, without compensation for 
such improvements as they had put upon 


their farms. 
It was intended to apply 
only during the temporary distress caused 
by successive crop failures. It provided that 
compensation should be given by landlords 
when it could be shown to the satisfaction 
of the Court having jurisdiction, (1) that 
the non-payment of rent was owing to the 
tenant’s inability to pay, (2) that the 
tenant was willing to continue in the occu­ 
pation npon just and reasonable termB, (3) 
that, such terms had been refused by the 
landlord. 
These provisions appear on their 
face rational and humane, and it is perhaps 
doubtful whether, under ordinary circum­ 
stances, 
the 
bill 
would 
not 
have 
been carried. 
But the Home Rulers have 
of late done so much to encourage the Irish 
tenant-farmers in refusing to pay rent 
altogether, and so much bitter feeling has 
been created by the agitation about con­ 
fiscating all the lands for the use of the 
people, that the landlords have been fur­ 
nished with quite a new set of arguments. 
They have contended that this bill was an 
entering wedge which must bring about 
the abolition of all property rights in land. 
They have adroitly played upon the fears 
of the English landowners by representing 
that though begun in Ireland this was a 
movement which would be sure to extend 
into England before long. 
They have 
treated it as a concealed attack upon the 
landed interest generally, and as a danger 
ous and possibly fatal concession to the 
Communists. 
The Irish landlords have 
declared that it would be impossible to col 
lect. any rents if such a law- was once 
passed, and they have alleged that its 
passage would be construed by the advo­ 
cates of confiscation as a proof of apprehen 
sion on the part of the Government, and 
consequently as an incentive to renewed 
agitation. 
All these considerations had 
their weight, aud it muBt be added that 
many advanced Liberals gravely questioned 
the expediency of the measure. 
On the 
other hand it is scarcely to be doubted that 
the defeat of the bill will cause very- 
serious difficulties in Ireland. 
Both the 
landlords aud the tenants there are in 
bad temper. 
Each think they have been 
ill-used. 
The landlords in many cases are 
very likely to proceed with evictions, 
therefore, and the tenants in many cases are 
tolerably certain to begin shooting agents, 
process-servers and landlords. 
It is not 
improbable that still more serious compli 
cations may arise. 
Starvation and misery 
have so tortured the tenants in many districts 
that they are ready for anything, and hav­ 
ing nothing to lose but lives which have 
not latterly been very sweet to them, 
they may easily be persuaded to join any 
mad enterprise. 
The failure of this bill, 
upon which many hopes had been bnilt, 
will make Ireland more difficult of con­ 
trol than ever, in fact, and we shall not be 
at all surprised if formidable riots and 
terrible outrages are reported thence be­ 
fore long. 


THE 
B0RDETT-COUT TS 
ENGAGEMENT. 


A queer story is told by the telegraph of 
the 
engagement of Baroness .Burdett- 
Coutts to one Ashmead, her Secretary. 
It 
is to be hoped for the reputation of the 
lady and the honor of the man that the 
story is not true. 
The Baronesa Burdett- 
Coutts has made for herself so golden a 
record by her inexhaustible beneficence, 
and she has so completely earned the ad­ 
miration and esteem of the civilized world, 
that it would be a very regrettable circum­ 
stance should she in her declining years 
commit so palpable a blunder as to unite 
herself with a mere sordid adventurer. 
We take it for granted that the man in 
this case is an adventurer, for we do not 
believe in a union of the affections be­ 
tween a youth of 25 and a woman of 60. 
The only historical instance of such a 
case that wc can remember is that of 
Ninon 
de I/Enclos 
and 
her 
s o d . 
The latter fell desperately in love with 
his mother, being ignorant of the relation­ 
ship, and on discovering it comurttcd 
suicide in disgust and despair. 
We do 
not believe that Mr. Ashmead can have 
any other 
than 
a 
base rtiotive for 
seeking the hand of the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts. 
She is very rich, and he has 
nothing. 
That appears to he the whole of 
the situation, and it is not a pleasing one. 
It is possible that the whole story is only 
one of those society canards which origi­ 
nate so mysteriously, bat from its particu­ 
larity we are somewhat afraid that it may 
bs true, in which case it is a painful mat­ 
ter. 
It is a pity that this amiable and 
most benevolent lady could not have fin­ 
ished her noble and beautiful career as she 
began it, and that she could not have been 
preserved from the harpy clutches of one 
of those greedy soldiers of fortune who 
roam the world in the aearch of women 
to prey upon. 
In a more primitive stage 
of society her Iriends would have got rid 
of Mr. Ashmead after a summary fashion, 
but such processes are obsolete, and at 
present it is not even customary to cut the 
scoundrel who has purchased wealth at 
the price of ineffaceable infamy.

How They Are to Be Organized in the East 
for the Campaign. 
The following order for organizing the 
“ Boys in Blue ’ in New York will proba­ 
bly be a guide for similar organizations 
throughout the country : 


N e w Y o r k , J u ly 23, 1880. 
1. In compliance with General Orders 
No. 1 from our Commander-in-Chief, the 
“ Boys in Blue” throughout the State of 
New York are hereby invited to organize 
companies at once to promote the election 
of Garfield aud Arthur. 
2. The maximum number of men to con­ 
stitute a company ij fixed at 100, and the 
minimum at 50. 
3. As soon as any company is recruited 
to the minimum quota, it should proceed 
to qlect by ballot, its commissioned offi­ 
cers,' viz : Captain, First Lieutenant and 
Second Lieutenant. 
The Captain will ap­ 
point the proper non-commissioned officers. 
4. The Captain of each company, as soon 
as elected, will forward by mail a signed 
muster-roll of his command to J. C. Reed, 
Secretary (pro tern.), care of the Republi­ 
can State Committee, Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York. 
5. Blank muster rolls will he furnished 
on application of any recruiting party by 
letter to Col. C. R. Coster, Acting Quar­ 
termaster, No. 80S Canal street, New York. 
6. Any sqnad of our veterans of the war 
for tho Union may constitute themselves 
a recruiting party. 
All such recruiting 
parties should, by postal card, at once no­ 
tify the temporary Secretary of their in­ 
tention to raise a company, and every 
Monday thereafter report the progress 
made until the minimum is enlisted and 
the commissioned officers elected. 
7. The maximum number of men to con­ 
stitute a regiment is fixed at 1,000, and the 
minimum at 300. 
8. The Captains of any six companies 
may consolidate their respective commands 
into a regiment, and the commissioned offi­ 
cers of the companies merged should then 
elect, by ballot, the proper regimental offi­ 
cers. 
The Colonel will appoint the regi­ 
mental commissioned and non-commissioned 
staff. 
Notice of such regimental formation 
and election should be promptly mailed by 
the Colonel to the temporary Secretary.

S a n F 
r a n c i s c o , August 4th.—A splendid 
audiénce greeted Secretary Thompson at the 
Grand Opera House to-night. The dress 
circle and boxes were crowded with ladies. 
The stage was handsomely set, and the pro­ 
scenium arch draped with the national colors. 
Among the gentlemen on the platform was 
Governor Perkins. 
General Morrow called the meeting to or­ 
der, and designated Congressman Davis as 
presiding officer, who, with a few remarks, 
introduced Secretary Thompson. 
The speaker premised that he came t j the 
coast on official, not political, business; but 
believing there was nothing in the rules of 
the civil service to prevent his performing 
his duties as a citizen he had responded to the 
invitation of the citizens to address them on 
public topics. He paid a compliment to the 
personal character of the Democratic leaders, 
whom he was willing to trust with anything 
except the Government of the country. He 
then reviewed the history ot the Republican 
party, which found the nation bankrupt, con­ 
ducted it through the most gigantic war the 
world ever saw, and had placed it on a firm 
financial foundation, with its bonds at a pre­ 
mium, the debt aud interest reduced, and the 
national currency at par. The trade that was 
languishing revived, and instead of going 
steadily and rapidly in debt, the balance of 
trade was now in our favor, and the country 
the most prosperous and powerful on earth. 
There were no reasons, then, why the Repub­ 
lican party should be put out of power, but 
many that the Democratic party should be 
kept out. He had come to the conclusion, on 
fifty years’ reflection, that by virtue of its 
principles and aims, it was impossible for the 
Democratic party to take care of and admin­ 
ister this Government. He then reviewed 
the principles of the Democracy, os enun­ 
ciated in the platforms put forth from time 
to time, showing that with a single exception 
they were all negative in character. That 
exception was the Virginia resolutions of ’98. 
The Democracy had opposed the national 
currency and internal improvements, on the 
ground of a tendency to a centralization of 
power, and the tariff which had protected us 
from the competition of European pauper 
labor. He also dwelt upon the secession and 
war record of the Democracy—the resolutions 
in the platform of the National Convention 
of 
1864, 
declaring 
the 
war 
a 
fail­ 
ure. 
The 
Republican 
party 
had 
killed 
slavery, 
given 
the 
ballot 
to the blacks and effected a reconstruction 
which tbs Democracy, in the platform of 
1868, had declared void 
In 1876 they had 
nothing to Bay on that subject, but through­ 
out the work of reconstruction the Democracy 
had been found impeding it at every step. 
He then reviewed President Johnson’s recon­ 
struction policy and the action of Hancock 
iu Louisiaaa, in attempting to carry out the 
President’s ideas in defiance of the laws of 
Congress, in which he was checkmated by 
General Grant. 
The next summer—in 1808 
—the Democratic National Convention gave 
Hancock 1444 votes, and a few days after Han­ 
cock wrote a fetter indorsing the action of that 
Convention, which had declared the proc--s 
of reconstruction void. He then read ex­ 
tracts from Hancock’s letter to Sherman, 
recently publish, d, and criticised the stal. - 
ment therein that it might become the 
province of an army officer to disobey ti.e 
orders of his superiors. He then referred to 
the policy of Hayes in ordering the wi !- 
drawal of troops from the ¡South, on the 
promise of the South that all parties should 
have fair play, and stigmatized its subsequent 
action as the rankest treachery. 
He held 
that the question at issue in that connection 
was not that of the interference of troops at 
the polls with the rights of voters, but 
an 
attempt on the part of State-rights 
men to take from the Government the con­ 
trol of the election of national officials and 
representatives. He quoted Garfield’s letter 
of acceptance to show that he fully recog­ 
nized that point. He further held that while 
the Democracy had abandoned the doctrine 
of secession, it still held to that of nullifica­ 
tion, by which they would block the national 
legislation. 
After comparing the military 
record of Hancock, as a regular, with that of 
Garfield, lie delivered a eulogy on the latter 
as a soldier, statesman and citizen. After a 
brief and able defense of the so-called larceny 
of the Presidency, he referred to the danger 
of a similar electoral complication in the future, 
and compared Edmunds' bill for leaving the 
decision of the manner of casting the elec­ 
toral votes with the States, with the let-alone 
policy of the Democracy, with a view of 
leaving the matter for Congress to settle ; 
but concluded that the people would work 
out any such complications to a successful 
conclusion. He then brought down the house 
with roars of applause by his direct, out­ 
spoken and pungent treatment of the Chi­ 
nese question. The country held out open 
arms tv all the people of the world except 
those who came in the guise of invaders, as 
the Chinese have infested California. It was 
the duty of the Government to say to them, 
“ Thus far .-halt thou come, and no farther.” 
The people might draw wisdom on this sub­ 
ject from Garfield’s letter of acceptance, 
and then compare it with Hancock’s silence 
on the subject. 
The question of Chinese 
immigration challenges the wisest statesman­ 
ship of the land, and can he solved only in 
one way—stop it. 
The speaker closed amid great applause 
with a brilliant peroration upon the duties of 
citizens and the national destiny. The speech 
throughout was argumentative, eloquent and 
effective, and repeatedly drew down the most 
enthusiastic applause. 
Secretary Thompson, though well stricken 
in years, seems to have lost none of the fire 
and vitality of his youth, and closed his two 
hours’ effort without the least appearance of 
fatigue. 
The meeting closed with rousing cheers for 
the speaker and the ticket. 


A n othrr H o m icid e—A S an F ra n c isc o M ilk ­ 
m an Siiot and M illed. 
S an F r a n c isc o, August 4th.—At 2 o’clock 
this afternoon the news of the murder in 
Hayes Valley of a man named Dennis Ilayes 
by Michael Dolan was received at Police 
headquarters. The homicide w a s the result 
of a quarrel between the two men, in which 
a pistol was drawn, and Hayes was shot 
through the head. The Bhootiug occurred at 
the corner of Hayes and Webster streets, 
about half-past 1 o’clock. Dolan was arrested 
and locked in the Police Station at the cor­ 
ner of Seventeenth and Howard streets. 
Hayes was a milkman by occupation, and 
resided on Kosciusko street, near Courtland 
avenue. 
He was a married man and the 
father of a large number of children. Dolan 
has no particular occupation, and has been 
out of employment for some time. His latest 
occupation was that of a fruit-peddler. He 
resides on Haight street, between Buchanan 
and Webster. The cause of the quarrel is 
unknown.

J. H. Miller said there were three or four 
printed and prepared tickets, and of course 
they’ would be chosen. A few men had put 
up tickets, and Republicans were expected to 
swallow them whole. There were rings in 
the interest of candidates, and for one he 
didn’t think it a square deal 
John Talbot objected to such charges. 
O. Clinch wanted every one to have the 
rigbt to nominate anybody, and when all 
nominations are in, that the meeting proceed 
to vote. He wanted nothing to do with 
printed tickets. 
Mr. Cummings asked wherein Mr. Clinch’s 
plan differed from his. 
The Chair explained the resolutions in de­ 
tail. 
Mr. Cummings denied that he had put up 
any ticket or had had anything to do with 
any preparation of tickets. 
Felix Tracy moved that the twenty receiv­ 
ing the highest number of ballots be declared 
chosen. 
Mr. Cummings accepted the amendment. 
H. O. White moved that all nominate who 
they please, and that the names be put on 
slips and drawn out from a box, and the first 
twenty drawn out shall be the delegates.

The Superior Court Sustains the Lower 
Court—It is a Nuisance. 
The case in which the tumult in the Chinese 
theater was declared by the Police Court to 
be a nuisance, and which was appealed to the 
Superior Court, was decided yesterday. 
The 
decision fully sustains the judgment of the 
lower Court, and will no donbt put a final 
period to the Third-street Chinese theater, 
much to the satisfaction of the denizens of 
that vicinity. The following is the decision 
in the case, delivered by Judge Denson : 
The People vs. Ah Tim and Ah Luck— 
This is an appeal trom a judgment of the Po­ 
lice Court of the city of Sacramento, impos­ 
ing fines upon said defendants upon a verdict 
finding them guilty of disturbing the .peace. 
The defendants are performers or actors in a 
Chinese theater, situated upon Third street 
iu said city, and the noises complained of as 
constituting a disturbance were those made 
in the ordinary course of a performance in 
such theater. That the noises were loud and 
unusual and continued late into the night 
cannot be denied, in view of the evidence 
contained in the record; in fact, counsel up­ 
on the argument virtually conceded that the 
acts proven constituted a misdemeanor, un­ 
less such a performance was legalized by the 
State and county license held by the proprie­ 
tor of the theater. A license was duly issued 
by the proper officer to the proprietor of 
the Third street establishment to conduct 
a theater, 
and 
the 
license tax paid. 
W hat was the effect of this l i c e n s e T o 
what extent did it authorize the doing of that 
which without such liceuse would have been 
unlawful? 
Section 3359 of the Political 
Code, among other things, provides that “ a 
license must be procured before the com­ 
mencement of any business or occupation 
liable to a license tax from the Tax Collector 
of the county where the applicant desires to 
transact the same, whiclx license authorizes 
the party obtaining the same in his town, 
city or particular locality in the county to 
transact the business described in such li­ 
cense.” In another section of the same Code 
the conducting of a theater is mentioned in 
the list of occupations to be licensed. 
It re­ 
sults that to conduct a theater without a li­ 
cense is unlawful, while the holding of a 
license to conduct the same business makes 
it lawful. The word theater is one having a 
well-understood meaning, and almost any 
person of ordinary intelligence would readily 
understand the implications of a permit to 
have a theater. 
It is also well understood that theatrical per­ 
formances are attended usually with more or 
less noise. 
No theater in this country is com­ 
plete without its orchestra. The comedy, 
tragedy or farce represented upon the stage 
is frequently accompanied by loud noises, 
such as shouting, screaming, discharging fire­ 
arms, stage thunder, etc., etc., and sometimes 
an audience is moved to make loud noises by 
way of applause. Ail these tilings, however, 
are occasional only, and the noises only occur 
at intervals, and during the greater portion of 
the time there is no considerable disturbance 
of the peace and quiet of the immediate 
neighborhood of the theater. 
In this case 
the evidence shows that the performance 
complained of commenced at an early hour 
in the evening and continued till about mid­ 
night, and that during all that time there was 
a continual din and noise, composed of dis­ 
cordant sounds, such as fell harshly upon the 
ear and made uncomfortable all persons in 
the immediate vicinity. 
¿’or the defense it is claimed that since the 
license authorized the conducting of a thea­ 
ter, and as it is conceded that the defendants 
did nothing on this occasion except what is 
usual in a Chinese theater, therefore their 
acts were authorized and lawful. But the law 
does not authorize the conducting of a Chi­ 
nese theater, but merely permits a license for 
a theater. And the general proposition ap­ 
plies here, notwithstanding ■ the license, that 
every person must so conduct his own busi­ 
ness, whether it be licensed generally or 
specially, as not to unnecessarily or unreason­ 
ably interfere with his neighbors, either in 
the way of establishing a nuisance iu the way 
of offensive sound, Bights or smells, or by im­ 
moral or obscene exhibitions. 
Suppose, for 
instance, a manager takes out a license for a 
theatrical business and introduced his play­ 
ers upon the stage in a state of nudity, would 
proof that such was the usual mode of doing 
such bnsiness in some remote land of which 
the manager was a native cause his license to 
be construed as a special dispensation to thus 
shock and outrage moral sense and de­ 
cency? I am of opinion that a license is­ 
sued under the revenue laws of this State 
is not intended, in any sense, as an indulgence. 
The chief object i i to obtain revenue ; certain 
classes of business are required to pay a 
special license tax, and in order to secure 
the prompt payment of the tax the law de­ 
clares any person who shall conduct such a 
business without a license guilty of misde­ 
meanor. But I do not understand that the 
law anywhere implies that in consideration of 
payment of money any person may be au­ 
thorized to do any act that would be unlawful 
in itself, or against public morals or decency. 
A theatrical performance may or may not 
shock public morals, and may or may not 
disturb the peace. 
A church bell rung at proper inteiva’s and 
for a reasonable length of time is not only 
innocent, but it is even convenient and com­ 
mendable ; but does any one doubt that the 
ringing of a ponderous church bell for several 
hours at a time would become not only a dis­ 
turbance of the peace of the neighborhood, 
but an intolerable nuisance ? 
In short, what is and what is not a dis­ 
turbance of the public peace, is very largely 
a question of fact to be determined from the 
circumstances of each particular case, and 
depends almost entirely upon the manners, 
customs and civilization of the people making 
and enforcing the laws. 
Under our civilization a theater is not 
understood to be an institution sa noisy as to 
disturb the neighborhood, and a license to 
conduct a theater does not imply that the 
licensee is granted the privilege of commit­ 
ting any unlawful act. The evidence here 
clearly shows a serious disturbance of tho 
lieace, and since I find no error iu the record, 
the Clerk of this Court will file this opinion 
and enter up a judgment affirming the judg­ 
ment of the Pulice Court.
